In proof of his statement, he read 
letters from Lloyd George promising 
the army wonld be withdrawn Imme­ 
diately after the treaty is ratified. 
Griffith then read the oath of the 
legends in the peace pact, and said: 
"Any Irishman can take this oath with 
honor."

Low waler, according to local 
historians, detained the ship at this 
point when she was needed in 
the 
sounds of Eastern Carolina, infested 
by Federal fleets. 
In a a lnnd battle around Kinston 
th** Neuse served us a floating fortress, 
hemmed in by 
shallows 
below 
hor. 
The man-of-war was threatened 
with 
capture. 
Her crew fired her and then 
left the ship. 
One of the Neuse’s 
shotted guns, supposedly intentionally 
depressed, exploded and blew u hole in 
her bottom, and the suclde ram sank 
by the eastern bank of the Neuse. 
When the 
water receded recently 
the big wreck was found to be covered 
with sand, wit Ii timbers, railroad irons 
and links of chain showing here and 
there.

ILL-LUCK IN “THREE PIECES” 


Ancient Superstition That Has Strang 
Held on the Mind of Alma® 
Every Japanese. 


You must never take three piece* 
of any cut food on your plate at out 
time, nor tnus* you ever offer three 
pieces of cut food to anyone at one 
time. There will he bloodshed lf you 
do, according to old Japaneee super-

Futhermore you 
must never cut only three baby dresses 
out of one piece of material.

nnd leave h small remnant. This rem­ 
nant, lf you wish the baby you are 
sewing for not to suffer from grievous 
body wounds, you will cut Into some 
part of another dress, th® neckband, 
the belt, or anything you pleat®, to 
long as* the entire cutting from the 
piece is more than MI Hire, "three 
cuts."

Captain Cook’s Ship. 
The Endeavour, in which Captain 
Cook sailed from Plymouth om August 
25, 1768, was bought at tho modest 
price of £2,860. The small tonnage of 
the Endeavour was, to Cook’s practi­ 
cal mind, one of her chief merits. 
She 
could be easily careened and easily 
handled, and when he was struggling 
with the currents of the Grant Barrier 
Reef her captain was able to thrust 
out oars through the ports of the ves­ 
sel and thus turn her Into a galley. 
He crowded Into this small ship a 
complement of 85 men, with provis­ 
ions for nearly two years.

Sheep Raisers Should Practice Every 
Known Preventive Meaeure 
and Use Remedy.

With the approach of warm weather I 
sheep raiders fire warned by special­ 
ists of the Toited States Department 
of Agriculture to watch for stomach 
worms and put into practice every 
known 
preventive 
measure.

stomach worm, they say, is one of the . 
West serious parasites of sheep, oc­ 
curring over almost tile entire world 
where there* are sheep, cattle and oth­ 
er 
sail able 
host 
animals. 
In 
tile 
Toited .States it Is most plentiful In 
the South, where It Is favored by 
abundance of warmth and moisture, 
but it is also quite common and seri­ 
ous In the Middle West and In low, 
wet areas throughout the entire coun­ 
try. 
It in present In smaller numbers 
and docs Ie** damage in the high, dry 
and cool areas of the Rocky mountain 
states. 
The flr^t things noticed about sheep 
Infested with stomach worms are dull 
ness and lack of thrift. 
looter the Bklr. 
becomes pale, as do the lining* of the 
mouth and eyelids, which Is due to Im 
poverlshment of the blood from the 
bioocisueklng habit of the wojrms. 
In­ 
fested sheep also may have a swell­ 
ing under the Juw, known as “batik 
Jaw." 
Stnmach-wonn Infection is spread 
by the droppings of Infested sheep 
The eggs of tile parasites In the drop­ 
pings hatch out and the young worms, 
which are rnleroscoplc in size, crawl 
up grass blades and are swallowed by 
sheep as they graze, 
In the stomach 
the worms become mature In about 
three weeks, 
lf the fourth stonmeh, 
or rennet, of sn Infested sheep or 
lamb lie examined soon after death, 
the 
stomach 
worms 
can 
be 
seen 
squirming about, slender, reddish In 
color, about an Inch long. 
A satisfactory remedy for this dis­ 
ease lf used In time, the specialists 
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per sulphate in water. 
A dose which 
has been found satisfactory is IOO 
mils (about three ounces) for yearling 
and older sheep,ft&d half as much for 
lambs three months old or (rider. To 
rnnke this solution, dissolve one-fourth 
pound of copper sulphate in one pint 
of bolling water, then add cold water 
to make a total of til rec gallons of 
the solution. This amount Is sufficient

grazing season will prevent or great- j 
ly reduce losses from stomach worms.

In preventive measures is to protect • 
young animals, for they are more su** I 
eoptlhle to parasitic : rifest a Hon than 
older ones. 
Consequently, tie* safest I 
pasture should he furnished to the 
lambs, the older sheep taking the more 
dangerous land, where It Is neeessary 
for sheep to go hack to old pasture 
wit ii In a year. 
In a plan of rotating pastures to 
keep down stomach worms, the sheep 
may lie moved over cornfields, hay 
fields and stubble cif 
various 
sorts. 
When different kinds of stock are ro 
tafed on pastures, sheep may safely 
follow horses or swine, but not cat­ 
tle or goats, as the latter may he in­ 
fected with stomach worms and a 
number of other worms common to 
sheep, goats and cattle,

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WATCH FOR STOMACH WORMS 


Sheep Raisers Should Practice Every 
Known 
Preventive 
Measure 
and Use Remedy. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 
With the approach of warm weather 
sheep raisers are warned by special- I 
isis of the United States Department 
of Agriculture to watch for stomach 
worms and put into practice every 
known 
preventive 
measure. 
The 
stomach worm, they say, is one of the . 
most serious parasites of sheep, oc­ 
curring over ulmost the entire world 
where there are sheep, cattle and oili­ 
er 
suitable 
host animals. 
In 
ti ie 
United States it is most plentiful in 
the South, where it is favored by 
abundance of warmth and moisture, 
but it Is also quite common and seri­ 
ous In the Middle West and in low, 
wet areas throughout the entire coun­ 
try. 
It is present in smaller numbers 
and does Jess damage in the high, dry 
and cool orcas of the Rocky mountain 
states. 
The first things noticed about sheep 
infested with stomach worms are dull 
ness and lack of thrift. Irater the skir. 
becomes pale, as do the linings of the 
mouth and eyelids, which is due to im­ 
poverishment of the blood from the 
bloodsucking habit of the worms. 
In­ 
fested sheep also may have a swell­ 
ing under the Juw, known as “bottle 
Jaw.” 
Stomoch-worm infection is sp rend 
by the droppings of infested sheep 
The eggs of the parasites In the drop 
pings hatch out nnd the young: worms. 
which are microscopic In size, crawl 
up grass blades nnd are swallowed by 
sheep as they graze. 
In the stomach 
the worms become mature In about 
three weeks, 
lf Hie fourth stomach. 
or TCH net, of an infested sheep or 
lamb be examined soon after death, 
the 
stomach 
worms 
can 
be 
seen 
squirming about, slender, reddish In 
color, ni*out an inch long. 
A satisfactory remedy for this dis­ 
ease if used In time, the specialists 


per sulphate In water. 
A dose which 
has been found satisfactory i3 IOO 
nills (about three ounces) for yearling 
and older sheep, and half as much for 
lambs three months old or older. 
To 
make this solution, dissolve one-fourth 
pound of copper sulphate In one pint 
of bolling water, then add cold water 
to make a total of three gallons of 
the solution. 
This amount Is sufficient 
to treat IOO adult sheep. 
The use of 
this remedy once a month during the 
grazing season will prevent or great­ 
ly reduce losses from stomach worms. 
Young 
animals 
and 
uninfested 
sheep should he separated from older 
or Infested animals. 
Pastures which 
have been used by infested animals 
are dangerous to young animals and 
uninfested ones. 
The first essential 
in preventive measures is to protect 
young animals, for they are more sus­ 
ceptible to parasitic infestation than 
older ones. 
Consequently. Hi** safest 
pasture should be furnished to the 
lambs, the older sheep taking the more 
dangerous land, where It Is necessary 
for sheep to go back to old pasture 
within a year. 
In a plan of rotating pastures to 
keep down stomach worms, the sheep 
may be moved over cornfields, hay­ 
fields and stubble df 
various 
sorts. 
IV lien different kinds of stock are ro­ 
tated on pastures, sheep may safely 
follow horses or swine, but not ♦•at­ 
tle or goats, as the latter may he In­ 
fested with stomach worms and a 
number of other worms common to 
sheep, goats and cattle.

Philadelphia, Dec. lf*.—‘T m out of 
gas. 
Let me have five gallons of nu. 
lasses this time.” 
lf the owner of a car were to mnkd 
this remark at an American service 
station, there would he a hasty phone 
call for the police patrol. 
In Cuba, the same request would 
merely provoke a smile and secure for 
the driver five gallons of the automo­ 
bile fuel in Hie majority of Havana 
curs. 
Charlet* E. Hires. Jr., of the Charles 
E. Hires Company, Philadelphia, who 
has lately returned from the com­ 
pany’s sugar plantation in the island, 
says that the passing of the eighteenth 
amendment 
automatically 
destroyed 
Cuba’s market for millions of gallons 
of molasses. 
This molasses was for­ 
merly refined in America and dis!rib 
tiled to the brewing companies. When 
the brewers ceased to brew, molasses 
became a drug on tin* Cuban market, 
temporarily. 
Now a large percentage is being 
converted Into denatured alcohol anil 
forms tile base of a new automobile 
fuel used by practically all of the 
cheaper, and rna.iy of the more expen- 
feive cars in Cuba. This fuel sells for 


2ft cents a gallon against titty cents a 
gallon for gasoline. 
‘'iii spite of the bottom having drop­ 
ped out of the sugar market, and of 
prohibition in the United States,” re­ 
marked Mr. Hiles, “there are seeming­ 
ly as many cars cm the streets of Ila 
van* as there were a year or two ago. 
Cuba has found a niurket for her mo 
lasses crop. 
What does not go into 
automobile fuel, is turned into pure 
alcohol and shipped to South America 
where there is n0 eighteenth amend­ 
ment. 
If Cuba can work out lier ex 
cess sugar problem as satisfactorily 
she has nothing to worry about,"

Wtiile only an expert can determine 
whether some gems are genuine, there 
arc certain simple methods by uhu h 
In most cases "tile genuine article" 
may be detected at home. 
Dolor is usually considered the first 
great criterion of all precious stories. 
It Is now generally conceded, however, 
that color alone Is not a criterion by 
which stones may lie Judged; other 
physical properties must be taken into 
consideration by the Jewel expert. 
The structure of the stone Is

more certain test. 
Tile optical prop­ 
erties of the stone, however, are the 
most certain test—what are known as 
its "refractive property," 
This can 
he ascertained by means of a small In­ 
strument known as a "refractometer."
